WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION

MAZING growth of a department of state effort, 


In behalf of those who toil In the workshops 


and factories and elsewhere, la Industries that come 
under the supervision and requirements of the work- 
s'- 
men's compensation law, is anown m a report com-. 
piled by J. H. Lamneck, chief of the division In the 
department of Industrial relations. 


During the month of September the total number 


of claims filed with the department, ncn-fatal cases, 
Is 18,316. There were 67 death, claims filed. Claims 
heard total 24,155. 
Of this number 18,522 had 


their first hearing. 
There 
were 316-new risks 


added and 255 cancelled. 


Receipts for the workmen's compensation 
fund 


total $1,340,086, add disbursements for the month 
$778,664. 
The balance in the fund for the protec- 


tion of workmen is given at 144,043,544. While dis- 
bursements la this department are Increasing, due to 
recurrence in cases of old Injury, It is noted there 
are fewer accidents, probably due to better Inspec- 
tions, more safeguards and a better understanding 
of the law generally. 


Fending file for state claims Involving compensa- 


tion decreased 123 during September, 
the report 


shows. 
There were 1944 -fewer accidents reported 


during the month, compared with August. 


Lamneck's report is designed to show the value ot 


the compensation department, as an aid to a cam- 
paign that is being made by labor and capital unitedly 
In behalf of a constitutional amendment for the ellrfi- 
Intion of open liability in connection with the law. 
Its adoption by the people In the November election 
will effectually head off ambulance chasing attorneys 
and remove the possibility of suits by injured work- 
men in cases that are'Tietter taken care ot by the com- 
pensation law. 


The Farm Bureau federation has joined with cap- 


ital and labor In the espousal of the amendment for 
adoption.
